Among the members of those 31 churches there were, 

of COUrSC, mam poor people, hut they Contained numer- 
ous citizens whose incomes run from Shoo to Si, 000. 
Probably the members ol those ji churches have p rope rty 

so that they pay in taxes lout or five thousand dollars at 
the least. Ought they not to pay more to the preachers.' 

We do not believe any man ought to preach tor money 
but we do not believe any man can live without money. 
All these preachers have to g«*t a living, and they have 
to do it outside their preaching. This means just so much 

less strength and time for the work of the church. These 

churches show the mult of this neglect; they are all with- 
ering away.

•t-- affiliated schools, is not a money making institution. It requires certai n 
tMB, but it expends many thousands of dollars each year for the benefit 
of its students, giving highest advantages at lowest cost, and arranging 
as far as possible for students to earn and save in every way. 

OUR SCHOOL IS LIU A FAMILY, with careful regulations to pro- 
tect the character and reputation of the young people. Our students come 
from the best families and are earnest to do well and improve. F'or any 
who may be sick the College provides doctor and nurse without extra 
charge. 

All except those with parents in Herea live in College buildings, and 
many assist in work of boarding hall, farm and shops, receiving valu be 
training and getting pay according to the value of their labor. Except in 
MMM N is MMMai that all MR Ml a chanrc to ram a part of their 
Saaaaasa.

PERSONAL FXl'KNSES for clothing, laundry, postage, books, etc., 
vary with different people. Berea favors plain clothing. Our climate is the 
best, but as students must attend classes regardless of the weather, warm 
wraps and underclothing, umbrellas and overshoes are necessary. THE 
Co-OLF.RATIYF. STORE furnishes books, toilet articles, work uniforms, 
umbrellas and other necessary articles at cost. 

LIVING EXPENSES are really below cost. The College asks no rent 
for the fine buildings in which students live, charging only enough room 
rent to pay for cleaning, repairs, fuel, lights, and washing of bedding and 
towels. For table board, without coffee or extras, $1J8 a week, in the fall, 
and $1..".0 in winter. For furnished room, with fuel, lights, washing of bed- 
ding, 40 to lit) cents for each person. 

KMOOL FEES arc two. First a "DOLLAR DEPOSIT," as guarantee 
for return of room key, library books, etc. This is paid but once, and is 
returned when the student departs. 

Second an "INCIDENTAL FEE" to help on expenses for care of school 
buildings, hospital, library, etc. (Students pay nothing for tuition or ser- 
vices „f teachers— all our instruction is a free gift).

Shocking the Fodder 

It i- always easy to shock fodder 
from -mall shocks, by placing the 
fodder shock right in the renter of 
the MMM formed by four corn 
■MOM Then you have hut a few 
steps to carry the fodder to set it up. 
Indeed it is just as easy to stand the 
fodder link where the corn shock 
stood.

A VARNISH CAN WATER MOTOR. 

Kvery boy can own a little water- 
motor similar to the one shown In 
Klg 1, because It requires nothing; but 
easily obtained material* It ls one 
of the simplest and most satisfactory 
toy water motors that a boy can 
make An empty varnlsh can or oil 
ran preferably one of gallon capac- 
ity- forms the Jacket of the water- 
mote and nothing better could be 
desired for this, as the spout In the 
top Is In Just the right place and of 
the right size to receive the water 
form a faucet 1H1 4). The tin can 
makes a lightweight compart case, 
and as It ls water-tight there Is no 
possibility of water splashing over 
on to the floor, which Is a big argu- 
ment In Its favor when seeking per 
mission to use it In the bathtub, 
wash basin, or kitchen sink. 

You can get an empty gallon paint 
can from any painter, or at a paint 
store, for the asking. The first step 
in converting It into the motor Jacket 
Is to remove Its bottom. This will 
be found to be soldered In plage, and 
Is quickly removed by holding ihe 
can over the flame of a gas burner 
until the solder melts, when a few 
blows upon the edges will cause It to 
drop off Figs 3 and 4 show sections 
through the can with the paddle wheel 
In place and Fig I shows the com- 
pleted wheel. The diameter of the 
wheel should be about '■■ Inch lesa 
than the inside width of the can. In 



the spout of the can up to the level 
of the faucet, or you can set the wa- 
'it motor in the bottom of the sink 
and lead a piece of rubher tubing 
from the spout to the faucet, as shown 
In Fig H Slip the lower end of the 
rubber tubing over a short piece of 
glass, brass or tin tubing, and then 
stick this short piece of tubing 
through a hole in a cork large enough 
to fit the spout of the water motor 
Jacket (fig 91 If you raise the wa- 
ter-motor so the faucet will set down 
into the spout, you can cut a large, 
enough hole for the faucet through a 
cork unit MM lit this cork In the 
spout, as shown in Fig. 4.

So far. tbe Alaskan natives hare 
made little me of the wonderfully rich 
milk of the reindeer. This milk, as 
white aa the arctic mow, la 90 per 
cent pure cream. In fact, It ls prac- 
tically all a rich, snowy white, sugary 
cream It Is the most nourishing 
milk In the world, but the natives 
seem to prefer condeused milk, which 
ls sent Into the mining camps In large 
quantities. It Is probably because of 
the difficulty In milking a reindeer. 

Unlike the Laplander, the Eskimo 
does not make o pet of his favorite 
deer. When he wants to milk her she 
ls lassoed and thrown dotvn. Her 
legs are then carefully tied with wal- 
rus skin strings, and her horns safely 
held by some stout friend, after which 
the process of milling begins. After 
the last drop has been extracted the 
highly Indignant animal ls uulashed 
and allowed to get up and go about her
